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Parsons Outlines History 
Of Christmas In Address 


Hal B. 
Spencer, 
president of 
Presbyterian Men’s Brotherhood, 
has been selected as one of three 
delegates from the Columbus Pres­ 
bytery to attend the general meet­ 
ing of the National Council of Pres­ 
byterian Men. 
This conference is to be held in 
Chicago February I and 2 and will 
be attended by Presbyterian lay­ 
men from all over the U n i t e d 
States. Spencer plans to report in 
full to the local church and the 
Brotherhood. 
At a meeting of the Brotherhood 
this week, plans were made to use 
a wire recorder to record the com­ 
ing Christmas s e r v i c e in the 
church. The recording is to be play­ 
ed later for the benefit of invalid 
members of the church and others 
who cannot attend the service. 
This meeting was highlighted by 
a talk on the history of Christmas, 
given by Thomas Parsons of Cir­ 
cleville, former history professor. 
In tracing the origin of the holiday, 
Parsons pointed out that many an­ 
cient peoples', including the 
Per­ 
sians and the Jews, had been ac­ 
customed to celebrate a festival at 
this time in December. He noted 
that it was the belief of many 
scholars that the authorities of the 
early Christian church who fixed 
the date of December 25 may have 
consciously used a date which co­ 
incided with a pagan festival. Such 
early ecclesiastics often felt, 
he 
remarked, that in many instances 
it was better to change and purify 
an existing pagan custom or ob­ 
servance rather than to substitute 
something entirely new. 
Parsons 
mentioned, 
however, 
that many modern astronomers are 
inclined to the belief that the Star 
of Bethlehem was not a mythical 
star but a star actually visible in 
the heavens today. Their most re­ 
cent calculations seem to tend to a 
confirming of the date of Decem­ 
ber 25 as the actual date of the 
birth of Christ. 
This would lead one, Parsons in­ 
dicated, to feel that in all such mat­ 
ters there is a Divine leading; that 
there is, in fact, no conflict be­ 
tween science and 
religion, 
but 
rather instances of science taking 


some time to catch up with re­ 
ligion. 
Parsons also touched upon t h e 
many 
legends 
connected w i t h 
Christmas—the origin of the use of 
the evergreen tree, the varying ob­ 
servances of Christmas in foreign 
lands and even in this country and 
the history of Christmas in Amer­ 
ica. 
He stated that Colonial times saw 
little observance of Christmas ex­ 
cept in Virginia and 
Maryland, 
where the influence of the Church 
of England was apparent. The Pur­ 
itans of New England frowned upon 
the festival — Massachusetts even 
passing a law forbidding the ob 
servance of the holiday, a 
l a w 
which remained upon the books for 
22 years. 
In conclusion, he asserted his be 
lief t£at all Christian peoples, in 
spite of differing ways of observing 
the holiday, were in accord in the 
spirit of the occasion and in their 
wish to celebrate the birth of the 
Saviour.

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THOUGHTS OF PEACE 
THERE IS an old story of a painter who 
sought long and far for a subject to illus­ 
trate his idea of peace, and who sought in 
vain until he chanced upon a mother bird 
nestling her y oung on a branch that hung 
just above the brink of a turbulent water­ 
fall. 
Both mother and her y oung, though it 
seemed any moment they might be dis­ 
lodged from the branch that tossed in the 
wind, lived oblivious to the torrent below' 
and the roar and the spray which surround­ 
ed them. 
It is a picture the world might well dwell 
upon this Christmas season of 1951. Six 
y ears have passed since that Christmas 
when hearts glowed with the thought that 
war was a thing of the past and the world 
assured of a period of tranquility . Today 
such a period seems far away . 
In many homes thoughts turn to sons and 
brothers facing hardship and peril, wounds 
and even death, in the mountain f a s t- 
nesses of Korea. Other sons and brothers 
are in armies in Germany and Austria. 
And more are being drafted to prepare 
against what all trust may not come to 
pass. 
# 
The hope and the ideal of Christmas are 
still to be achieved. But the message of 
Christmas is nevertheless strong and vi­ 
brant, and trenchant with the meaning it 
has ever had for men of faith. 
It is a message that merits pondering by 
all Americans as they are called to face a 
national emergency , to enter upon a period 
of self-discipline and sacrifice, to gi r d 
themselves for a defense—at home and 
abroad—of the things that have m a d e 
America great. 
One of the things that has made America 
Brent is that her sons have alway s known 
Ahab true peace is not the fruit of easy liv­ 
ing, but the result of responsibilities faced 
and right decisions made and adhered to. 
The Man of Galilee, in whose name we 
celebrate Christmas, knew that peace. 


PLANE LOSSES HEAVY 
OFFICIALS of the Air Force can testify 
that fighting in Korea has developed into 
more than a police action. To date more 
than 1,300 United Nations planes, mostly 
American, have been lost. Of these 58 3 
have been destroy ed in combat, a figure 
which is indicative of the growing air power 
of the Communists. 
Enemy ground fire, directed at planes 
supporting U.S. ground troops, has been 
the largest single factor of destruction. The 
Reds are reported to have command of the 
air at the present time. Enemy plane losses 
to date are given as only 308 . 
While the United Nations continues to 
lean over backwards to avoid a “ b r e a k 
with Russia ” the Chinese are obtaining 
their planes from Russia—if, in fact, they 
fcre not actually being flown by Russian 
pilots. 
Here is a new factor which will have a 
decisive effect upon Washington p o l i c y 
concerning the future of the War in Korea. 
Initial U.S. victories in Korea were possible 
because of overwhelming air supremacy . 
Without that, effective ground action will 
become increasingly difficult. 


Last week-end, T spent at Notre Dame 
university witnessing an event of historic 
significance. A number of us there tried to 
recall a similar incident in human history , 
bu t we all failed. 
It was a meetin g o f 
the Natu ral Law In­ 
stitu te, but this y ear so methin g entirely 
n ew was added to the co n v o catio n , 
Instead 
of the .speakers bein g Ro man Catho lic 
cler­ 
gy and lay men, the p rin cip al lecturers 
were Dr. Hu Shih, who sp o ke as a Con­ 
fu cian and a Prag matist; Dr. Khalifa Ab­ 
d u l Hakim, a Moslem, who came all the 
way fro m Pakistan ; Dr, M. S. Sundaram, 
a Hin d u , first secretory , Embassy of India 
in Washington; Rabbi Solomon Freehof, of 
Pittsburgh, whd spoke as a Jew. I read a 
paper o n the Buddhist position prepared by 
Prof. Daisetz T. Suzuki. To these speakers, 
in the round-table discussions, must be 
added Catholics and Protestants, particu­ 
larly that fascinating Presby terian, Judge 
Joseph C. Hutcheson, Jr., of Houston, Tex . 
Here, under Hie auspices of a Roman 
Catholic university , were gathered the rep­ 
resentatives of the world’s principal relig­ 
ions to discuss their differences and their 
points of agreement. The differences were 
many and often profound, and each speak­ 
er stood his ground for his own faith and 
tradition. For instance, Dr. Hakim definite­ 
ly announced that Islam has nothing to do 
with the Trinity ; that Moslems are mono­ 
theists and Unitarians; Dr. Hu Shih, in a 
defense of John Dewey , proclaimed him­ 
self a pragmatist and an atheist; and so 
the argument went around the clock. 
But as great as were ihe differences, 
even more profound was the single point 
of unity ; namely , that all human beings, 
at all times, and in every religious ex pres­ 
sion, were groping to find a form of su­ 
perior or divine intelligence, a creative 
wisdom bey ond man; and all human beings 
of every clime and kind, in some manner, 
found the natural law, that is, a moral 
sy stem based on revelation.or on an ac­ 
ceptance of tradition. 
To the Jew’s, Christians, and Moslems, 
this moral law was revealed by God to 
man; in some of the other faiths, it came 
to man in other way s. But this curious fact 
stood out; the sum of the discussion estab­ 
lished that the natural law is universal; 
that the moral code of all peoples is iden­ 
tical. 
Dr. Hu Shih, who proclaimed himself an 
atheist, nevertheless said this; 
“ It is bey ond doubt that throughout 
Medieval China and down to fairly recent 
centuries, the canon of sacred scripture of 
Confucianism. . .was revered and regard­ 
ed as the highest authority in matters of 
morals, law, social relations and govern­ 
ment policy . It had the authority of Divine 
Law, an authority comparable to that of 
the Bible in the Christian countries. The 
Confucianist canon has acquired this auth­ 
ority not merely because of the establish­ 
ment of Confucianism as a state religion, 
nor merely because it was required read­ 
ing in all Chinese schools and used in all 
Civil Service ex amination for the selec­ 
tion of men for public offices, but primar­ 
ily because some of the books included in 
the canon in its broader sense do contain 
some of the universal principles of justice 
which, in the words of Aristotle, ‘All Men, 
by a natural intuition, feel to be common 
right and wrong*. . .*’ 
I could not help thinking, during 
t h i s 
session, how wonderful is our country . We 
are not afraid We need no thought control. 
We need no policing of the human mind. 
Where else could such a congregation of 
the diverse gather to present in absolute 
freedom so many points of difference, with­ 
out hatred, without bigotry , without fear?

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THOUGHTS O F PE A C E 
TH E R E IS ai; old story of a painter who 
sought long and far for a subject to illus­ 
trate his idea of peace and who sought in 
vain until he chanced upon a mother bird 
nestling her young on a branc h that hung 
just above the brink of a turbulent w ater­ 
fall. 
Both m other and her young, though it 
seem ed any moment they m ight be dis­ 
lodged from the branch that tossed in the 
wind, lived obli\ ious to the torrent below 
and the roar and the spray which surround­ 
ed them. 
It is a picture the world might well dwell 
upon this Christm as season of 1951. Six 
years have passed since that Christm as 
when hearts glowed with the thought that 
war was a thing of the past and the world 
assured of a period of tranquility. Today 
such a period seem s far away. 
In many homes thoughts turn to sons and 
brothers facing hardship and peril, wounds 
and even death, in the mountain f a s t ­ 
nesses of Korea. Other sons and brothers 
are in arm ies in G erm any and Austria. 
And more are being drafted to prepare 
against what all trust m ay not come to 
pass. 
The hope and the ideal of Christmas are 
still to be achieved.

PLANE LOSSES HEAVY 
OFFICIALS of the Air Force can testify 
that fighting in Korea has developed into j 
m ore than a police action. To date more 
than 1,300 United Nations planes, mostly 
American, have been lost, Of these 583 
have been destroyed in com bat, a figure 
which is indicative of the grow ing air power 
of the Communists. 
Enem y ground fire, directed at planes 
supporting U S. ground troops, has been 
the largest single fac tor of destruction. The 
Reds are reported to have command of the 
n r at the present time. Enem y plane losses 
lo date are given as only 308. 
While the United Nations continues to 
lean over backw ards to avoid a “b r e a k 
With Russia ” the Chinese are obtaining 
theii planes from Russia—if, in fact, they 
i re not actually being flown by Russian 
pilots. 
Here is a new factor which will have a 
decisive effect upon Washington p o l i c y 
concerning th e future of the War in Korea. 
Initial U.S. victories in Korea wei a possible 
because of overwhelming air supremacy. 
W ithout that, effective ground action will 
become increasingly difficult. 


Last week-end, I spent at Notre D am e 
I university witnessing an event of historic 
significance, A num ber of n y there tried to 
recall a sim ilar incident in human history, 
but we all failed. 
I 
It was a meeting of the N atural Law In­ 
stitute, but this year something entirely 
new was added to the convocation. Instead 
of the speakers being Roman Catholic cler­ 
gy and laymen, the principal lecturers 
were Dr, Hu Shih, who spoke as a Con­ 
fucian and a Pragm atist; Dr. Khalifa Ab­ 
dul Hakim, a Moslem, who cam e all the 
way from Pakistan; Dr. M. S. Sundaram , 
a Hindu, first secretary. Em bassy of India 
in Washington; Rabbi Solomon Freehof, of 
Pittsburgh, v ho' spoke as a Jew. I read a 
! paper on the Buddhist position prepared by 
Prof. Daisetz T. Suzuki. To these speakers, 
in the round-table discussions, m ust be 
added Catholics and Protestants, particu­ 
larly that fascinating Presbyterian, Judge 
Joseph C. Hutcheson, Jr., of Houston, Tex. 
Here, under the auspices of a Roman 
Catholic university, were gathered the rep­ 
resentatives of the w orld’s principal relig­ 
ions to discuss their differences and their 
points of agreem ent. The differences were 
m any and often profound, and each speak­ 
er stood his ground for his own faith and 
tradition. For instance, Dr. Hakim definite­ 
ly announced that Islam has nothing to do 
with the Trinity; that Moslems are mono­ 
theists and U nitarians; Dr. Hu Shih. in a 
defense of John Dewey, proclaimed him ­ 
self a pragm atist and an atheist; and so 
the argum ent went around the clock. 
But as great as were the differences, 
even more profound w as the single point 
of unity; nam ely, that ail hum an beings, 
at all times, and in every religious expres­ 
sion, were groping to find a form of su­ 
perior or divine intelligence, a creative 
wisdom bevond m an; and all hum an beings 
of every clime and kind, in some m anner, 
found the natural law, that is, a m oral 
system based on r e v e l a t i o n s on an ac­ 
ceptance of tradition. 


To the Jew s, Christians, and Moslems, 
this m oral law was revealed by God to 
m an; in some of the other faiths, it cam e 
to m an in other ways. But this curious fact 
stood out: the sum of the discussion estab­ 
lished that the n atu ral law is universal; 
that the m oral code of all peoples is iden­ 
tical. 
Dr# Hu Shih, who proclaimed himself an 
atheist, nevertheless said this: 
“ It is beyond doubt that throughout 
Medieval China and down to fairly recent 
centuries, the canon of sacred scripture - f 
Confucianism. . .was revered and regard­ 
ed as the highest authority in m atters of 
m orals, law s social relations and govern­ 
ment policy, It had the authority of Divine 
Lawn an authority com parable to that of 
the Bible in the Christian countries. The 
Cor.fucianist canon has acquired this auth­ 
ority not merely because of the establish­ 
m ent of Confucianism a s a state religion, 
nor merely because it was required re; sl­ 
ing in all Chinese schools and used in all 
Civil Ser vice exam ination for the selec­ 
tion of men for public offices, but prim ar­ 
ily because some of the books included in 
the canon in its broader sense do contain 
some of the universal principles of jn lice 
which, in the words of Aristotle, ‘Ah Men, 
bv a net n a1 intuition, feel to be common 
right and wrong*. . 
I could not I elp thinking, during t h i s 
session, how wonderful is our country. We 
are not afraid We need no thought conin I. 
We need no policing of ’he hum an mind 
Where else could such a congregation « f 
the diverse gather to present in absolute 
freedom so m any points of difference, with­ 
out hatred, without bigotry, without fear?
